Whether or not 
1958 proves to be 
happy depends 
largely on whether 
the American peo- 
ple awake in time 
to the peril to 
which the_ three 
last Administrations 
have brought them. 

However, the 
peril to America is 
so great that in a 
1958 the National Merwin K. Hart 
Economic Council is going to talk even 
more plainly than it has ever talked be- 
fore. To have a deep conviction, and not 
to speak out, would be little short of 
treason. 

We talked not long ago with a former 
communist party official who years ago 
returned to devoted service t6 America. 
‘After some conversations we asked how 
long it would be before Soviet Russia in 
effect, if not actually, took over the U.S. 
The reply was: “In two to five years.” 
That was six months ago—before the 
Soviets announced they had perfected the 
inter-continental ballistic missile. Of course 
it was before either of the Sputniks was 
launched. 

One of the greatest perils to America 
for some years past has been the activities 
of the Zionists. In the long run com- 
munism will profit most from Zionist 
activities, even though today. Zionism ap- 
pears to be opposed to communist aims 
in the Middle East. 

The Zionists are a world-wide political 
group who were cast in their modern 
mold about the turn of the century by 
Theodore Herzl, a Hungarian Jew. They 
exacted from Britain in the latter part of 
1917, as the price of their support in 
World War I, the so-called Balfour 
Declaration, which promised a home for 
the Jewish people in Palestine—“... it 
being clearly understood that nothing 
shall be done which may prejudice the civil 
and religious rights of ais non-Jewish 
communities in Palestine....” The “com- 

munities” referred to were ‘of course the 
‘ARABS! 

Resulting Zionist activity in the U.S. 
had its influence in the formation of the 
vindictive Versailles. Treaty in 1919, and 
was a strong factor in taking America 
into the second World War. 

In recent decades world-wide Zionists, 
a political and not a religious group, have 
developed an organization whose interests 
are often totally alien to those of the U.S. 
Zionism has long had Britain politically 
and economically in its pocket and has 
exerted great influence in France and cer- 
tain other countries of western Europe. 
It has been the strongest single influence 
in America for the last 25 years. 

The late Henry Morgenthau, Sr. (father 
of the former Secretary of the Treasury) 
expressed the opinion in his autobiography, 
All in ‘a Lifetime, that “(Nowhere in the 
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world has so glorious an opportunity been 
offered to the Jew” as in America. He said 
further: 

“Zionism is a surrender, not a solu- 
tion... it is a betrayal; it is an Eastern 
European proposal, fathered in this 
country by American Jews which, if it 
were to succeed, would cost the Jews of 
America most of what they have gained 
of liberty, equality and fraternity.” 

And he concluded with the following 
statement: 

“We Jews of America have found 
America to be our Zion. Therefore I re- 
fuse to allow myself to be called a Zionist. 
I am an American.” 

Where Zionism now shows itself 
strongest is in the creation and build-up 
of the State of Israel. Under terrific Zionist 
pressure President Truman, on November 
29, 1947, prevailed upon the United Na- 
tions General Assembly to pass a resolution 
RECOMMENDING the partition of Pales- 
tine: He tells all ee this in his book, 
“Years of Trial and Hope.” He says on 
page 168: 


“The facts were that not only were 
there pressure movements around the 
United Nations unlike anything that had 
been seen there before but that the White 
House too was subjected to a constant 
barrage. I do not think I ever had as much 
pressure and propaganda aimed at the 
White House as I had in this instance.” 

It is common knowledge that Truman 
or his representatives threatened or other- 
wise “persuaded” many smaller nations, 
members of the UN, to reverse their at- 
titude and vote for partition. It is also 
well-known that President Truman cracked 
down hard on the State Department to 
swing UN votes for the partition of Pales- 
tine. 

According to the New York Times of 
December 3, 1947, Rabbi Abba Hillel Silver, 
Chairman of the American Section of the 
Jewish Agency for Palestine, “told - his 
audience that the decision of the United

On January 15 1957 I appeared on be- 
half of the National Economic Council be- 


fore the House Foreign Affairs Committes: 


at a hearing on a resolution calling for the 
so-called “Eisenhower Doctrine’ which 
authorized an appropriation of $200 mil- 
lion. In a brief statement I told the Com- 
mittee that this by itself would accomplish 
little. I added: 

“Let the Congress cut off all aid, both 
governmental and private—to Israel. Israel 
would then cease to be a factor. The 
Arabs, in my opinion, would cease to be 
interested in communism. War, which could 
become a third World War, in which we 
Americans would lose even if we won, 
would cease to be a serious threat.” 

Several of the Committee, ignoring the 
substance of what I recommended, con- 
fined themselves to condemning my “anti- 
Semitism”—thus adopting an epithet which 
informed Americans recognize as a means 
employed by Zionists to conceal activities 
inimical to American vital interests. In 
vain I pointed out that Arabs are Semites 
and asked how anyone could be “anti- 
Semitic” and yet be pro-Arab. 

We have spoken of the ruthlessness of 
or on behalf of the Israelis in Israel.

Beis, 
that it would be unfair to the State of 
Israel—might object to this. Although dur- 
ing World War II, after we had long sup- 
ported Mikhailovich, the heroic and un- 
questioned leader of the Yugoslavs, we 
abruptly switched, allowed Mikhailovich to 
be captured and executed, and ever since 
have supported communist Tito. That ac- 
tion was undoubtedly taken at the behest 
of the Soviet Government. Many Europeans 
last Fall. asked me how the United States, 
supposedly anti-communist, could possibly 
support Tito. And I had no answer. 

Is America not now willing to reverse 
its. policy toward Israel, foisted upon it by 
a little group of willful men who have 
deliberately placed their loyalty to a 
foreign government (and a purely syn- 
thetic government, at that) above their 
loyalty to the United States? The question 
ought to answer itself. 

Arabs have pointed out to me that the 
Arabs of the Middle East greatly prefer 
the United States to Soviet Russia as their 
trusted ally. What they have said to me 
lately confirms what was said to me on my 
visit to Arab countries four years ago. 
They feel the U.S. is literally forcing them 
into the arms of the Soviets. They simply 
will not tolerate the presence of the State 
of Israel as at present constituted. 

If we do not reverse our attitude of 
placing the support of Israel above every- 
thing else in that area, then gradually the 
rest of the Middle East will join Egypt and 
Syria in the Soviet orbit. The Middle East, 
with its oil and with its huge American 
investment, will be lost. Soviet Russia will | 
have gained one of her greatest objectives. 

Europe, deprived of Middle East oil, 
will depend more and more on the United 
States. Since the cost of getting oil from 
the U.S. will be far greater than from the 
Middle East, and since the Soviet Govern- 
ment will control the Middle East, does 
anyone believe it will be long before all 
of Europe will be practically forced to 
desert America? 

Whether the United States is willing to 
adopt one or the other alternatives. resolves 
itself into the simple question—do we want 
war or peace? With all the prattling by 
American spokesmen and their friends 
about the “quest for peace” and “keeping 
the peace,” whatever exactly those phrases 
mean, it would seem that we should reach 
a decision quickly in favor of one or the 
other. 

The great trouble with the United 
States is that in the last three Administra- 
tions Hope ie decisions—almost always in foreign 

and often in domestic policy, as 
with: a tariffs—have. been influenced by 
alien forces. 

If we want to prevent a war that could 
wine at 9 lange Dat oo Oh: Valea BPR e 
if not most. of the civilized world, we had 
better decide soon.

Textbooks that have been carefully 
edited continue to teach American school 
children that the American Civil War was 
fought over the Slavery issue; that is, that 
the South did not wish to free the Negro 
slaves. But if we look behind the scenes we 
will find that the ‘slave question’ was but 
the surface issue. Below the surface ran 
a current of intrigue that ended with the 
assassination of Abraham Lincoln because 
he was determined that the United States

The. Missouri Compromise was. written 
in 1820. Thirty years later, a subsequent 
compromise of 1850 was effected. For 
thirty years America had worked out her 
problems—the problem of slavery, and later 
the problem of State Rights—satisfactorily. 
Even. as late as the Kansas-Nebraska Act, 
the give-and-take of compromise was ef- 
fective. Yet in the year of 1857 the war 
was decided upon, not in the prospering 
South, not in the prospering North, but in 
London, England! 


Division Of United States 
Plotted In London 


In the year 1857, the money power of 
old Europe centered in the House of Roths- 
child. Disraeli represented them in Eng- 
land; Napoleon IH in France; Bismarck in 
Germany and Mazzini in Italy. According 
to Mr. John Reeves, who wrote on page 
228, of an authorized biography entitled: 
“The Rothschilds, The Financial Rulers of 
Nations,” based on research in their own 
archives, there was a famous meeting in 
the City of London in 1857. The great 
Rothschild family was assembled from the 
countries of Europe for the marriage. of 
Lionel Rothschild’s daughter, Leonora, to 
her cousin, Alphonse, son of. James Roths- 
child of Paris. 

Disraeli is reported. ta haye said: 


“Napoleon’s object was to assure the

of these races in America. Napoleon de- 
cided to recognize the independence of the 
rebellions American States and repeatedly 
urged the British government to join him 
in so doing,” according to Mackenzie in

Texas and Louisiana were placed on the 
bargain counter in exchange, presumably, 
for Napoleon’s aid. The latter was sup- 
ported by Disraeli of England, who had as- 
sured the Confederacy of the support of 
Britain behind the nine remaining States, 
after Texas and Louisiana were to be 
ceded to France. 


Intervention Of Czar 
Saved United States 


English, French and Spanish troops had 
landed at Vera Cruz in 1862. Since June 
5, 1863, the French General, Bazaine, had 
occupied the capital of Mexico, The danger 
was great. The genius of President Lincoln 
was taxed. He knew the North, alone, 
could not have withstood such a combina- 
tion. Moreover, Archduke Maxmillian had 
been induced to accept the throne of 
Mexico. But fate stepped in. 

The Christian Czar of Russia, Alex- 
ander I, through his Ambassadors at 
Paris and London, knew of the plan, knew 
of England’s recognition of the Con- 
federacy, knew the Rothsehild plot behind 
the whole maneuver. 

The Czar dispatched a fleet to San 
Francisco under the command of Admiral 
S. Lesowsky, on Sept. 8, 1863, and a 
squadron to New York under Admiral 
A.A. Popoff. Both Admirals had orders 
from the Czar “te be ready to fight any 
power and to take orders only from Abra- 
ham Lincoln.” 

Needless to say, this generous and 
vigorous action saved the United States 
from foreign intrigue. James Rothschild 
was left without Mexico and the Southern 
States, and Lionel could not capture the 
North through military measures. But the 
European Machiavellis were determined on 
financial conquest, if not actual slavery.

The good Czar, Alexander II, had been 
responsible on September 19, 1861, by im- 


‘perial decree, for emancipating the Russian 


serfs, in number over 47-million. Serfdom 
was ended by the stroke of a pen. 

But in the United States, it took bil- 
lions of dollars and oceans of blood to free 
three millions, not serfs, but slaves—be- 
cause of an infamous plot of English and 
European money lords. 

Bismarck knew the truth and revealed 
it in 1876 to a German, Conrad Siem, who 
published it in “La Vieille France,” (No. 
216, March, 1921) forty-five years later.

“The division of the United States into 
two federations of equal force was de- 
cided long before the Civil War by the 
High Financial Power of Europe.

I fear that Jewish banks with their crafti- 
ness and tortuous tricks will entirely con- 
trol the exuberant riches of America, and 
use it to systematically corrupt modern 
civilization. The Jews will not hesitate to 
plunge the whole of Christendom into wars 
and chaos, in order that ‘the earth should 
become the inheritance of Israel’.” 


Facts Hidden In American Files 


Thus does unwritten history come to 
light with the years. Again, we repeat that 
the above quotation from Bismarck was 
released to the public in 1921, some forty- 
five years after it was written. Bear in 
mind also that the official archives of the 
United States Government, bearing on the 
Civil War, will not be available until 1965, 
or 100 years after the event. We have, 
therefore, been obliged to go to European 
sources to obtain the facts. 


The Second 
Gettysburg Address 


Four-score and seven Mondays ago my 
Supreme Court brought forth on _ this 
continent a new constitution conceived in 
Washington and dedicated to the proposi- 
tion that all segregationists are bayoneted 
equal. Now we are in a second Civil War, 
testing whether that Black Monday or any 
other Monday so conceived and so dictated, 
can long be endured. We are met in a 
great battlefield of the Little Rock Central 
High School. Our paratroopers have come 
to desecrate a portion of that field as a 
final resisting place for those who there 
gave their all that States Rights might 
live. It is altogether fitting and proper 
that we do this for the sake of our enemies 
throughout the world, to whom _ we’ve 
given $60 billion since the second World 
War to make the world safe for democracy. 
But in a larger sense, we cannot carry 
New York, New Jersey, Michigan, nor 
even the United Nations unless we integrate 
everything. The brave paratroopers who 
are living there have restored us into the 
good graces of Russia, NAACP, Africa, 
and Mrs. Roosevelt, far above my own 
poor power to add or subtract. The South 
will little note nor long remember what 
we say here, but it can never forget what 
we did here. It is for us, the Modern Re- 
publicans, to do this before the Democrats 
beat us to it. It is rather for us to be here 
dedicated to the great integration cam- 
paigns remaining for us,—that from these 
honored paratroopers we take increased 
devotion to that cause for which we gave 
the last full measure of dictatorship,—that 
we here highly resolve that- these States 
Rights shall not have died in vain,—that 
these States, under Sherman Adams, shall 
have a new dirth of freedom,—and that 
government of the Supreme Court, by the 
paratroopers, and for the minorities, shall 
not perish at the next election. 
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
